CELEBRATIONS to mark the Queen's Diamond 
Jubilee began this week with the planting of 
a commemorative tree in Harlow Town Park. 
During a ceremony led by Harlow Council 
chairman Mike Garnett on Tuesday, a field 
maple tree was planted in Spurriers Garden 
to mark the monarch's 60-year reign.

Pair get five years for 
gang fight stabbings

Council boss blasts 
leniency shown to 
statue 'thief' let off 
with police caution 

A DECISION by police not to prosecute a man 
arrested for trying to steal a valuable bronze 
statue on public display as part of the town’s 
prized sculpture collection has been branded 
“appalling” by the leader of Harlow Council. 
Andrew Johnson criticised the leniency shown 
to the 44-year-old culprit, who was released 
without charge after being arrested for the 
attempted theft of the Gerda Rubenstein 
sculpture Julia. Instead he was given a caution. 
The incident happened in January when two 
men were spotted prising the £15,000 work of 
art from its plinth in Sewell Harris Close. They 
fled empty-handed after have-a-go hero Brian 
Baker gave chase as they tried to take the 
sculpture away in a wheelie bin. 

Cllr Johnson fumed: “I am appalled by the 
issuing of a caution for this offence. What kind 
of signal does it send to those people who 
believe yanking one of our valuable statues from 
its pedestal is a route to easy money? 

“I understand the hands of local police are often 
tied by the statute books but I urge the 
Government to bring in tougher sentencing for 
people involved in this kind of crime.” 

But Chief Inspector Ben Hodder of Essex Police 
said cautions were an effective means of 
deterring criminals from re-offending. “A 
thorough investigation has been carried out and 
the offender interviewed,” he said. “However, no 
links to other similar offences were found. 
“Cautions take into account the views of the 
victim as well as requiring the offender to admit 
the offence. These are national standards and 
each case is assessed on its merits by a senior 
officer.”

THE mother of a Harlow teen¬ 
ager who was left fighting for 
her life after being knifed in a 
girl gang attack three years ago 
spoke this week of her relief 
that her daughter’s attackers 
have finally been brought to 
justice. 

The fight between rival gangs hap¬ 
pened on steps leading down to the 
car park of the Harlow branch of 
Sainsbury’s on September 19, 2009 
and resulted in three girls being 
stabbed. 

On Friday two girls - now aged 17 
and 18 and both from Hertford - were 
sentenced to five years in a young 
offenders’ institution after being 
found guilty of wounding with intent. 

Three other girls - two aged 18 and 
from Waltham Cross and the other 
aged 17 from Hertford - were given 
community orders after pleading 
guilty to violent disorder. 

None of the girls can be named 
because they were juveniles when 
they committed the offences. 

This week the mother of one of the 
victims who suffered life-threatening 
injuries in the attack told the Star her 
daughter could now start to rebuild 
her life following “two years of hell”. 

“It has been a very traumatic time, 
most of all for my daughter who con¬ 
tinues to deal with the effects of the 
attack,” she said. “Every day since 
has been a struggle for her. She has 
lost over two years that she should 
have been enjoying as a teenager. 

“Now that the case is over we are 
hoping she can move on with her life 
and we can start afresh. She has 
recently enrolled on a college course 
and continues to regain some normal¬ 
ity with help from family, friends and 
outside organisations.

“As a family we are enormously 
proud of her and are now looking for¬ 
ward to brighter times ahead.” 

She also praised the police for their 
efforts to catch her daughter’s attack¬ 
ers. 

“Harlow police, and in particular 
Detective Inspector Jamie Gingell, 
worked very hard to ensure the peo¬ 
ple responsible were held to account 
in what was a vicious attack,” she 
said. “We cannot thank them 
enough.” 

Speaking outside Basildon Crown 
Court where all five defendants were 
sentenced, DI Gingell said: “This was 
a pre-arranged meeting between two 
gangs of girls and resulted in a fight 
where knives were used. 

“One girl received life-threatening 
injuries and it was only thanks to the 
prompt and effective medical treat¬ 
ment she received that she survived. 
Two other girls were stabbed. 

“This was a very rare occurrence 
in Harlow which makes this all the 
more shocking. 

“It had a profound effect on the 
victims who are still coming to terms 
with it. However, this positive court 
result will hopefully allow them to 
now move forward with their lives.”

who had so much going for her. Her death has left a huge 
hole in our lives.” 

Brother Charlie Morris (16) said Shannon was the best 
sister anyone could have asked for. “She was always joking 
around and winding us all up,” he said. “She had a great 
sense of humour and never took anything in life too seri¬ 
ously.” 

Her 18-year-old brother Kelvin added: “She was a bril¬ 
liant sister and we were all really close. We are all really 
going to miss her.” 

Since her death floral tributes have been left at the spot 
where she died and social networking sites have been 
flooded with messages from friends paying their respects. 

On the Star website, Leanne Warren wrote: “It only felt 
like yesterday we were out having a laugh and a joke. You 
had the biggest personality and always had a smile on your 
face. I know you will be the brightest star in the sky. RIP 
angel.” 

Robby Dee said: “Shannon was such an amazing girl, 
such a sad loss and at such a young age. She will be missed 
by so many friends. May you rest in peace Shannon, you 
will always be in our hearts.” 

A police spokesperson confirmed yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) Shannon’s death was not being treated as suspicious 
but appealed to anyone with information to contact Harlow 
Police on 101 to aid ongoing investigations. 

The coroner has been informed and an inquest will be 
held in due course.

THE Harlow branch of an animal 
welfare charity is running a 
scheme to encourage owners of 
bull-breed dogs to have their pets 
neutered in a bid to reduce the 
large number being put down 
every day.

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Straw inferno 
destroys barn 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to a 
fierce blaze that ripped through a 
farm barn on Thursday evening. 

It took four crews more than four 
hours to extinguish the fire, which 
started shortly after 7pm at the 
farm in Roydon Road, Harlow. 

The barn, which contained 12 
tonnes of straw, was already 
engulfed in flames by the time 
firefighters arrived at the scene. 
The farmer had done his best to 
contain the fire by using plant 
machinery to remove additional 
straw from the immediate vicinity 
of the building. 

The blaze was finally extinguished 
by 11.15pm but a relief crew 
stayed on site to dampen down the 
area and ensure no hotspots 
remained. 

Firefighters then made a further 
two visits to the farm the 
following morning to check the 
site was completely safe. 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service said the 
cause of the fire was not being 
treated as suspicious and no 
further investigation would be 
carried out.

MORE than 300 people signed a 
petition opposing plans for sweep¬ 
ing NHS reforms during a Harlow 
Labour Party rally in the town 
centre over the weekend. 

The party faithful were joined by 
councillors, trade unionists, nurses and 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride to protest against the 
Government’s Health and Social Care 
Bill. 

Setting up a stand in Broad Walk, the 
group encouraged shoppers to support 
their campaign against the controversial 
proposals, which, if approved by Parl¬ 
iament, would see existing commission¬ 
ing bodies replaced with GP-led consor¬ 
tia. 

The proposals were branded “reck¬ 
less” by the local Labour Party, which 
warned they paved the way towards pri¬ 
vatisation of the NHS and cost millions. 

Ms Stride told the Star: “Local health 
trusts in the east of England have been 
asked to set aside £3 50m to pay for this 
reckless and unnecessary reorganisa¬ 
tion, with West Essex asked to put aside 
£16,797,000 alone. 

“Some 3,500 nurses have already 
been lost and research suggests a further 
2,500 posts will go in the coming years. 

“In opposition, David Cameron told 
people he could be trusted to protect the 
NHS. In Government he has put Tory 


free-market ideology ahead of basic 
patient care.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
accused Labour of spreading “misinfor¬ 
mation” about the reforms and said he 
found their opposition mystifying. 

“It is all well and good Labour 
demonstrating about the NHS but under 
Gordon Brown and Tony Blair we had 
16 health acts and nine reorganisations,” 


he said. 

“They scrapped GP fund-holding and 
then tried to bring it back. They abol¬ 
ished the internal market, then brought 
it back. They abolished health authori¬ 
ties and again brought them back. 
Morale was sapped and money wasted, 
and deficits in Harlow’s local NHS were 
at record levels. 

“By contrast, the NHS reforms pro¬ 


posed by the Government are not about 
reorganising the bureaucracy, they are 
about about scrapping it.” 

He added: “The reforms are about 
stopping the waste and putting our GPs 
and hospitals like Princess Alexandra 
Hospital in the driving seat. 

“There is a one-off cost, yes, but it is 
worth it. We have to invest now to get 
savings later.”

Both 
my father and uncle served in 
the RAF during the Second 
World War and the only guts 
and ambition they showed was 
that which was needed to defeat 
fascism. 

The lesson that they learned 
from their experiences was that 
people needed to stand up for 
other people who were more 
vulnerable than themselves and 
it was because of this lesson 
learned that when they, and 
many like them, came home 
they elected a government that 
delivered the NHS and the 
welfare state. 

I hope I have inherited the 


characteristics of my parents 
and grandparents rather than to 
be soulless and have total lack of 
compassion for others within my 
community. 

With the burden of the current 
economic situation falling 
primarily on the most 
vulnerable in society, I would 
call on all to adopt the 
principles of those who fought 
for the institutions set up after 
the great sacrifice of war, 
protect them and stand by all 
members of our community that 
are in need. 

Mr Kennett, you should never 
judge a man or woman by what 
they own rather by what they 
say and do.

Is it fair blue badge holders 
will be charged twice to park? 

SIR, As a blue badge holder I would very much like to 
hear how the new £10 charge against vulnerable and 
disabled people can possibly be classed as fair (Star, 
March 1). 

Who did Essex County Council consult before setting 
this fee? It certainly wasn’t all the blue badge holders 
in the county, because this is the first I have heard of 
any charge being implemented. 

The current badges already include photographic ID 
and holograms but they don’t stop non-eligible drivers 
from parking in disabled bays. Almost every time I 
park in a disabled bay I see somebody parked there 
who isn’t displaying a badge at all, let alone a fake one. 
I have never yet been able to park in any of the 
disabled-only parking bays in the town because of 
thoughtless non-disabled drivers and I have held a blue 
badge for nearly three years. If you challenge 
somebody over their inconsiderate behaviour you are 
quite likely to get a mouthful of abuse, but lucky us, 
we’re going to get to pay for that privilege in the 
future. 

Obviously Essex County Council will be using this 
extra revenue to fund extra officers to patrol these 
disabled bays and catch and fine the inconsiderate 
drivers who park in these bays without thought for 
others. They won’t be using this discriminatory tactic 
just to raise revenue because they’re broke, will they? 

I should also like to point out that the blue badge 
doesn’t automatically entitle the owner to free parking 
either (a commonly held misconception). Currently we 
do not have to pay in council-owned car parks but we 
are charged the same as everybody else in other car 
parks in the town, including the Water Gardens and the 
Harvey Centre. Is it fair that we should be charged 
twice? 

Other councils have had to withdraw similar plans to 
charge for blue badges because, under the Disability 
Discrimination Act and the Equality Act of 2010, the 
charge was found to be unlawful as holders were being, 
in effect, charged twice for parking because they are 
disabled. I suspect that if we weren’t being charged to 
park anyway, many of us would feel a lot happier about 
this charge and we would agree that it would be fair, 
but this just is not the case. 

Incidentally, while the badges can be valid for up to 
three years, they are not all issued for three years. 

Some are issued on a yearly or biennial basis only, a 
fact that Essex County Council is well aware of. This 
means that some disabled people will be charged three 
times as much for the same time period as others 
which, frankly, is disgusting. 

Nobody is harder on benefit cheats who claim for fake 
illnesses than the genuinely disabled and we despise 
people who think it is acceptable to fake blue badges, 
but if you believe everything the Government and the 
media spout, you’d have to think that our ailing NHS 
must be being gradually wound up because all the 
major illnesses and disabilities have apparently been 
cured and there isn’t a single genuinely disabled person 
left in the country. 

We are consistently pilloried by the Government and 
the media who are looking for an easy group to blame 
and a way to claw back money. Please don’t let Essex 
County Council jump on the bandwagon as well.

It's time to let county council 
take over running of Harlow 

SIR, Having read the latest edition of Harlow 
Council’s propaganda communication Harlow Times, I 
am struck by how little the council is directly responsi¬ 
ble for these days, particularly if you are an individual 
houseowner. 

Their only major area of responsiblity is for the town’s 
public housing stock. All other significant 
responsibilities are held and controlled by Essex 
County Council, as I have discovered over the past 12 
months. 


Refuse collection, street cleaning and property 
maintenance are contracted out and to these have now 
been added leisure and pastime facilities (the museum, 
Pets’ Corner etc) so releasing the council from the day- 
to-day running and cost of these facilities and, we are 
told, saving money at least in the short term. 

All of which raises a far-reaching question: why do we 
still need Harlow Council, 33 councillors and the 
related costs? All their current responsibilites could be 
absorbed by Essex County Council. The resulting cost 
savings to Harlow households would surely appeal to 
our current administration’s cherished ambitions to do 
less and spend less. 

Local administration could be handled by a 
professional manager overseeing relevant contracts and 
by doubling the town’s present number of county 
councillors. The Civic Centre could be retained as a 
venue for local use or rented as retail or office space. 
This also raises another question: is there any real point 
in voting in the upcoming election on May 3 other than 
for a county councillor?

Double rapist 
who drugged 
victims jailed

A RAPIST who drugged his 
victims before sexually assault¬ 
ing them while they were 
defenceless has been jailed 
indefinitely. 

Samuel Little was nicknamed 
Pervy Pedro because he claimed to 
make pornographic films at his home 
in Harlow. But Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told that his perversions 
went beyond film making. 

He preyed on young women, first 
drugging them and then subjecting 
them to vile sex attacks. 

Little (25), of Broadfields, was con¬ 
victed of two rapes, possession of 
cannabis with intent to supply, supply¬ 
ing drugs with intent to commit sex 
abuse, making indecent images and 
indecent assault. 

The jury was told that it was Little’s 
own conceit that led to his downfall. A 
male friend of one of the women 
Little raped told her the defendant had 
videoed his assault on her and had 
shown it to him. 

It later emerged he had also 
streamed images to the internet. 

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, told

the court that Little would first render 
his victims insensible with drugs. “He 
plied victims with drink and drugs in 
order to render them compliant. Some 
victims didn’t know they were being 
drugged until it was too late. 

“Video footage recorded by him 
showed him supplying one victim 
with cannabis in order to sexually 
abuse her.” 

But in 2010 he showed a friend 
video footage of one of the incidents 
and he recognised the girl as a friend 
of his. Mr Jackson continued: “She 
appeared to be completely insensible 


and he was having sex while she had 
no knowledge of what was going on.” 

Little claimed during his trial that 
any sexual contact with the girls was 
consensual and that he had not sup¬ 
plied drugs but had “shared” some. 

John Burton, representing Little, 
said in mitigation the offences were 
opportunistic and that there had been 
no pre-planning or grooming.. 

Passing sentence, judge Karen 
Walden-Smith told Little: “You pose a 
serious risk to people of serious harm. 
You supplied alcohol and cannabis 
and, in the case of two rape victims, 
some other substances which left 
them incapable of resisting you.” 

Imposing an indefinite sentence for 
the public protection, she ruled that 
Little should not even be considered 
for parole until he has spent at least 
five years behind bars. 

Speaking after the case, Detective 
Constable Nick Rhodes said: “I am 
satisfied with the sentence handed to 
Little. However, he has never shown 
any remorse or accounted for his 
actions. 

“The trial was long and challenging 
for all involved and in particular for 
his victims, and I would like to thank 
everyone involved in this case which 
resulted in his conviction.” 


Boy flees muggers after driver sounds car horn 


TWO muggers trying to rob an 11-year-old boy in Harlow 
were scared off when a passing motorist sounded his car 
horn. 

The incident took place in First Avenue at about 8am on 
Thursday when the men grabbed their young victim from 
behind and started searching his pockets for valuables. 

Investigating officer DC Jacqui Mileham said: “The boy 
was not hurt and had nothing taken but he remembers that 
a passing motorist beeped the horn which caused the sus¬ 


pects to release him, allowing him to run off.” 

Both men are described as white and of average height. 
One had short black hair and wore a grey hoodie, black 
jeans and trainers while the other was wearing a blue and 
black polo shirt, black boots, grey jogging bottoms and an 
Umbro-branded watch. 

DC Mileham said: “I would appeal to any witnesses who 
may have seen this, and in particular that motorist, to con¬ 
tact me at Harlow Police station on 101.”

However, it has to be a personal 
decision and one the individual is ready to make. 
We all know smoking can lead to cancer and is 
the main cause of many lung diseases.

"The service is very popular and we have 
recently expanded it to offer more weekday 
evening clinics and Saturday morning clinics." 
Anyone can self refer to the service. Just call 
(01279) 827866 and you will be offered an 
appointment. You expect 6-8 one-to-one support 
meetings to get you through the difficult period. 
Next Wednesday (March 14) is No Smoking Day 
so why not make this your stop smoking day? 

The Stop Smoking Team will be outside Princess 
Alexandra Hospital's main entrance and also 
outside Primark in the town centre to promote 
the service. Pop along and have a chat with an 
advisor.

Family on the move

THE jewel in the crown ol 
Harlow’s sculpture collection 
will soon take pride of place at a 
prestigious exhibition on mod¬ 
ern design at London’s Victoria 
& Albert Museum. 

Henry Moore’s Harlow Family 
Group - which became the town’s 
unofficial emblem when it was 
unveiled outside St Mary-at-Latton 
Church in 1956 - was removed from 
its display in the window of the Civic 
Centre on Thursday night before mak¬ 
ing the journey to the capital. 

It took a specialist removal team 
more than four hours to hoist the 1.5- 
tonne stone sculpture onto wheels 
using two lifts before carefully 
manoeuvring it out of the building. 

It will be part of the V&A’s new 
exhibition British Design 1948-2012, 
which opens later this month and fea¬ 
tures Harlow as an example of 
iconic New Town design. I 

For many years the sculpture ■ 
was on public display but after it 
was vandalised in the 1980s it was 1 
taken back to the Henry Moore F 
Foundation at Perry Green for safe¬ 
keeping. ■ 

There it stayed until 2003 when it I 
was returned to Harlow and put on 
display in the new Civic Centre. j 
Joel Charles, Harlow Council’s 
portfolio holder for community and 
citizenship, said the sculpture’s pres¬ 


ence at the exhibition underlined the 
town’s growing reputation as a centre 
for the arts. 

“This sculpture symbolises the New 
Town for many people and it is 
absolutely fitting it is going on loan to 
an exhibition dedicated to modern 


British design at the Victoria & Albert 
Museum,” he told the Star. 

“Harlow's reputation as a centre for 
arts and sculpture continues to grow. 
Within the last year we have won a 
national award for our public collec¬ 
tion of more than 60 sculptures and 


John Mills, one of Britain's leading 
sculptors, chose Harlow for a rare ret¬ 
rospective of his work last summer. 

“I hope the V&A exhibition proves 
a shop window for what Harlow has to 
offer, and visitors come here to see our 
outstanding range of works.” 


Will Rea, chairman of the Harlow 
Art Trust, added: “Harlow was a clas¬ 
sic New Town development of the 20th 
century and is now seen as a classic of 
20th century architecture. The promi¬ 
nence of Harlow Family Group in the 
show is recognition of that fact.” 


Residents ready to step up fight 
against developers' homes plan 


DEFIANT residents have vowed to step up 
their campaign against plans to build hun¬ 
dreds of new homes on fields west of Harlow 
after developers unveiled their outline pro¬ 
posals for the site. 

Members of the Stop West Sumners group 
turned out in force at two public consultation 
events, put on by developers Crest Nicholson, 
to voice concerns over increased traffic, extra 
strain on health and education facilities and 
the destruction of wildlife habitats. 

Campaign co-ordinator Mark Rowe, of 
Little Cattins, said the drop-in sessions had 
increased their determination to fight “tooth 
and nail” to stop the project from going 
ahead. 

“I haven’t spoken to anyone living here 
that wants this development and the response 
to this consultation shows they are willing to 
take a stand against what’s planned for the 
doorstep,” he said. 

“The number of signatures on our petition 
is growing by the day and I’m pleased to have 


the backing of local councillors and our MP. 

“But to take our fight to the next level it’s 
clear we need to do more, starting with the 
formation of a proper residents’ association. 
Once we’ve done that, we’ll be able to attend 
future stakeholders’ meetings and have a 
much better chance to make ourselves 
heard.” 

Crest Nicholson development executive 
Sarah Conlan said: “We know and under¬ 
stand that people who live near the new site 
have concerns and that some will continue to 
oppose the principle of development. 

“However, most of the residents wanted to 
ask questions, find out more and talk to us. 
We were listening carefully. 

“A full summary of their comments will be 
published and we will review the proposals to 
see what changes can and should be made.” 

As the proposed development straddles the 
border between Harlow and Epping Forest 
districts, both authorities would have to 
approve the plans before work could start.

tion and enterprise. “We are 
pulling together a number of 
organisations who can pro¬ 
vide advice and support to 
help people through this diffi¬ 
cult time.

DVDs, toys, gift sets, books, 
beauty products, stationery, 
craft materials, and many other 
items spill out of the containers 
assembled side-by-side along 
one wall of the huge storage 
area. 

Giant rolls of fabric, sheets of 
plywood, MDF, coloured card, plastic, 
and stacks of A1 sized paper piled six 
feet high fill the other. 

Resembling an Ikea store in layout and 
a leading supermarket in range and 
sheer volume of stock, the Phoenix 
Resource Centre is a veritable 
Aladdin’s Cave of goodies that needs 
to be seen to be believed. 

But unlike the treasure troves of lore, 
this grotto of wonders is located on 
top of the Harvey Centre - and you 
don’t need a magic word to get in. 

The brainchild of father-and-son team 
John and Andy Richardson, the 
environmental charity operates by 
collecting clean, quality waste from 
commercial organisations - including 
surplus stock, offcuts and end-of-line 
products - and recycling it to be used 
by those who need it. 

For a £10 lifetime membership fee, 
individuals and groups such as 
families, charities, schools, care homes 
and social clubs can buy tokens for a 
‘supermarket sweep’ style circuit of 
the centre to fill a trolley with 
whatever they want. 

“We tick so many boxes with what we 
are doing here,” said Andy, who is also 
a trustee for the organisation. 

“First and foremost, everything at the 
centre would be in a landfill if we 
hadn’t taken it. The amount of quality, 
usually unused items dumped when 
they are no longer deemed sellable is 
shocking. 

“Our aim is to put a stop to it for 
obvious environmental reasons and 
also for practical ones. There’s simply 
not enough landfill space left and it is 
a total waste of decent produce. 

“Then there are the benefits for 
companies. Using landfill is not only 
something commonly deplored 
nowadays but it is also very costly. We 
have saved organisations up to

£35,000 a year by taking their surplus 
stock - it is a huge amount.” 

Having only opened their second 
premises in Harlow at the end of last 
year, the not-for-profit charity is 
hoping their new venture proves as 
popular as their first 
Northamptonshire centre, which now 
boasts more than 1,000 members. 

“We can get over 20 tonnes of 
resources coming in a week and 
everything has to be given away,” said 
Andy. “The main condition on our 
contracts with these companies is that 
nothing we collect can be resold.” 

He added: “Ultimately we want as 
many people as possible to come and 
see for themselves exactly what we 
have to offer here. 

“When you see teachers leaving in 
tears of disbelief at the amount they’ve 
collected for their classes, or charity 



reps beaming as they leave with a 
trolley load of raffle prizes for their 
fundraisers, you’ll quickly understand 
why our set-up is working so well.”

Company's debutants are heading in the right direction 


AS a vehicle for debut directors to 
test-drive their abilities, the one-act 
play is hard to beat. 

Harlow Theatre Company’s annual 
celebration of the theatrical short has 
unearthed some genuinely talented 
debutants in the past - and this year's 
festival was no exception. 

A three-pronged deconstruction of 
human relationships, the programme 
opened with a heart-wrenchingly 
tender tale of the unbreakable bond 
between a mischievous younger 
brother and his ambitious big sister. 
Cleverly told in flashes of episodic 
dialogue, Martin Colton’s beautifully 
restrained adaptation of Geraldine 
Aron’s Bar & Ger followed the

inseparable siblings from schoolday 
scrapes to teenage tantrums before 
ending on the emotional sucker 
punch of fast-living Bar’s adolescent 
tragedy. 

The play demanded two 
extraordinary performances from its 
cast members, and the incredibly 
versatile Gemma Lee (Ger) and Dan 
Thomas (Bar) didn’t disappoint. 

The brother/sister dynamic was 
entirely believable and both showed 


tremendous composure in tackling an 
emotionally-charged script without 
pushing the play into overt 
sentimentality. 

Next up was Gavin Williams’ take on 
the Alan Ayckbourn comic short A 
Talk In The Park, in which the 
attempts of five strangers to connect 
with one another fall on deaf ears. 
Gently poking fun at the absurdity of 
everyday interactions, this was a 
frequently funny if straightforward riff 
on emotional isolation which drew 
solid performances from all five cast 
members. 

Completing the bill was Christopher 
Durang’s sharply-observed comedy 
Wanda’s Visit, the frequently hilarious 


tale of an unhappily married couple 
whose flatlining relationship is jolted 
back to life by the appearance of the 
weak-willed husband’s zany ex¬ 
girlfriend. 

Tautly directed by Dolleen Howlett, 
the fast-paced farce had the opening 
night audience in stitches from start to 
finish, largely due to a larger-than-life 
performance from Andrea Thorpe as 
wacky wannabe wife Wanda and a 
brilliantly sardonic turn by Alyssa 
Upton as prim and proper love rival 
Marsha. 

Three fantastic plays from three 
promising directors. On this evidence, 
HTC’s future looks very bright indeed.

It's business as usual 
for Chas without Dave 


HE’S performed alongside Jerry Lee Lewis, 
supported The Beatles on their last-ever 
European tour and played to 35,000 adoring 
fans at Glastonbury, but Chas Hodges isn’t 
ready to call time on his colourful career just 
yet. 

Now aged 68, the Edmonton-born multi¬ 
instrumentalist and one half of boisterous 

barroom rock ’n’ rollers

nationwide solo tour - and is even plotting his 
next assault on the pop charts. 

Speaking to the Star ahead of his gig with Lonnie 
Donegan Junior at The Playhouse tomorrow 
(Friday) night, Chas revealed he was set to return 
to the studio later this month to record new song 
Got Me Ticket For The Darts, a raucous, knees-up 
tribute to his new favourite sport featuring some of 
the world’s greatest arrows players on backing 
vocals. 

“It’s similar to what me and Dave did on Snooker 
Loopy, a really catchy, fun track that’ll hopefully 
strike a chord with darts fans everywhere,” he 
said. 

“That’s what music has always been to me, 
something to enjoy and have fun with. And I’ve 
certainly had my fair share of good times over the 
past 50-odd years.” 

It’s a career that started early for Chas when, aged 
just 12, he started to learn the guitar with 
encouragement from his piano-playing mother. 

In his late teens he hooked up with instrumental 
group The Outlaws - which also featured a young 
Ritchie Blackmore, later of Deep Purple, on guitar 
- and got his first big break supporting rock ’n’ roll 
legend Jerry Lee Lewis. 

“I remember thinking how lucky 1 was that 
someone was willing to give me a few bob just to 
get up on stage and do what I loved doing,” he 
said. “I still feel exactly the same way today; it’s 
just an incredible rush.” 

Stints in Cliff Bennett & The Rebel Rousers - with 


whom Chas supported The Beatles on their last- 
ever European tour in 1965 - and Head, Hands & 
Feet followed before he decided to change tack 
and form Chas ’n’ Dave with best mate Dave 
Peacock. 

“I was on tour with Head, Hands & Feet in the US 
when I started to feel like a bit of a fraud singing to 
Americans in my fake American accent,” he said. 
“It wasn’t right and I remember thinking to myself 
‘why don’t I try and do something that represents 
where I’m from?’ That’s where the idea for Chas 
’n’ Dave came from -1 just wanted to be myself.” 
The pair soon became household names, 
releasing 14 albums, notching up eight top 40 
singles and even rocking Glastonbury in 2005 
before deciding to call it a day in 2009 following 
the death of Dave’s wife. 

After reforming for a series of farewell shows last 
year, the pair are set to make one last festival 
appearance together this summer at Bestival on 
the Isle Of Wight before Dave hangs up his bass 
for good - although Chas refused to rule out 
another reunion someday. 

“We’ll never say never, but Dave is happy now 
restoring and building his Romany gypsy caravans. 
I’ve never seen anyone as good at it as he is.” 

“I’ve certainly got no plans to retire, even though I 
sometimes hear people saying that I must be mad 
to want to carry on touring at my age. But to me, 
playing live is like food and drink. If I don’t play at 
least once a week I can’t bleeding sleep!”

Sci-fi epic is a triumph 
of style over substance

INTENDED as the first instalment of 
an action-packed trilogy, John Carter 
is a battle beyond the stars based on 
a novel by Edgar Rice Burroughs. 
Oscar-winning director Andrew Stanton’s 
sprawling epic is a miasma of digital 
effects which attempt to emulate Avatar by 
immersing us in an eye-popping alien 
world. 

Young Edgar Rice Burroughs (Daryl 
Sahara) is summoned to the home of his 
beloved uncle and former Confederate 
soldier John Carter (Taylor Kitsch), who 
has perished in mysterious circumstances. 
Leafing through Carter’s cherished journal, 
Burroughs learns that his uncle sought 
sanctuary from Apaches in a cave from 
where he magically transported to Mars 
and was captured by the Tharks, a savage 
race of 15ft tall green warriors with tusks 
protruding from their mouths. 

Tars Tarkas (Willem Dafoe) and his plucky 
daughter Sola (Samantha Morton) attempt 
to protect Carter from power-hungry rivals 
Tal Hajus (Thomas Haden Church) and 
Sarkoja (Polly Walker). 

Meanwhile, Matai Shang (Mark Strong), 
the leader of the Holy Therns, take charge 
of the planet’s destiny by orchestrating 
the marriage of Prince Sab Than 
(Dominic West) of Zodanga and 
Princess Dejah Thoris (Lynn Collins) of 
the besieged city of Helium.

John Carter is a soulless 
spectacle with the technical 
wizardry overwhelming one or two 
flickers of emotion. 

Kitsch is devoid of charisma as the 
eponymous time-travelling soldier, 
who tips the balance of power 
in favour of the pacifist good guys by 
scything through hordes of computer¬ 
generated beasts. 

A convoluted race-against-time finale 
neatly tees up a second film in the series, 
but unless John Carter magically strikes 
box office gold it’s doubtful that his 
adventures will go any further than the 
closing credits.

THE subject of a recent and 
comprehensive overhaul, 
Chevrolet’s Aveo is now even 
better equipped to challenge the 
more established players in the 
ultra competitive supermini 
market. 

It’s a town car that knows its place, yet 
with the addition of diesel power it now 
has the legs to take long motorway 
journeys in its stride. 

Chevrolet engineers have worked hard 
to improve the car’s on road manners 
and boost its overall refinement and 
ease of use. Many years have passed 
since the transition from Daewoo to 
Chevrolet, and the interiors of modern 
Chevrolets are significantly better these 
days. 

Furthermore, the past few years have 
seen a gradual and overall welcome 
shift for the better and this latest 
generation Aveo is a good example of 
what’s been achieved. 

Chunky controls and solid-looking 
plastics dominate the Aveo’s cabin. Up 
front the seats are supportive while 
those in the back of this five-door hatch 
are no less attractive and equally hard 
wearing. 

Of similar importance is the general 
ambience, which is far removed from 
the dour, budget-spec environment of

old. What you get now is an 
uncluttered, easy to use fascia and 
controls plus plenty of room for 
occupants. 

On the first point, the Aveo’s various 
dials and controls are intuitive and 
located where you expect them to be. 
Everything works well and the mix of 
analogue and digital displays has been 
executed well. 

At the rear there’s a good size boot 
offering a maximum of 653 litres of 
space once you fold the rear seats to 
boost its carrying capacity. 

Overall, despite its size, the Aveo is a 
surprisingly practical machine. It easily 
fits the bill as a first car but would also 
cope well as a stepping stone to 


something bigger. 

An important addition to the Aveo’s 
engine line-up is a 1.3-litre diesel motor 
boasting sub lOOg/km CO 2 credentials. 
While this makes sense if you need to 
dodge congestion charges, Chevrolet 
acknowledges that it’s still petrol power 
that delivers the vast majority of sales 
and is a choice that will likely prove the 
more cost effective for low mileage 
motorists. 

As such, the choice is between 1.2 and 
1.4-litre motors producing 86 and 100 
horsepower respectively. Unusually 
there’s a six-speed auto gearbox option 
for the 1.4 motor, otherwise it’s a 
manual five-speed unit all round. 

In the real world the petrol engines 


offer more than enough performance - 
especially the 1.2. Both are 
impressively refined and, surprisingly, 
don’t fall into the trap of some rival 
units by sounding thrashy and coarse 
when pushed hard. Unobtrusive at the 
best of times, the 1.2 punches above its 
weight away from urban areas and feels 
like it could easily cope with the 
occasional motorway journey. 

For added poke and a more relaxed 
motorway cruise, the 1.4 unit is better 
but only just. 

It’s not just the Aveo’s petrol engines 
that challenge misconceptions. On the 
road the compact Chevrolet is a 
refreshingly fim and polished car to 
drive. You normally expect such cars to 


do the A-B thing with little fuss and 
zero character, but the Aveo does it with 
enough enthusiasm to shame some of 
the more established opposition. 

It’s not a difficult to car to drive thanks 
to the ample assistance available from 
the steering and brakes, yet there’s 
plenty of weight and feedback from the 
main controls to encourage the occasion 
bit of spirited driving. 

The car’s ride is never choppy around 
town and feels stable and refined at 
higher speeds. Even twisty roads don’t 
upset the Aveo, with the weighty 
steering and supple suspension making 
life easy and rewarding in equal 
measure. 

As a rounded performer Chevrolet’s 
Aveo is a sound and sensible 
proposition. There’s no question that the 
competition at this level is tough, but 
the little Aveo offers a good mix of 
refinement, driver enjoyment and space 
to make itself heard. 

Factor in a good level of standard 
equipment across the range - choice 
picks include air-con, cruise control, 
powered mirrors and front windows on 
the base model and alloy wheels, 
Bluetooth and comprehensive trip 
computer on the likely best-selling LT 
variant - and it’s easy to understand 
Chevrolet’s bullish mood and high 
hopes for its revamped supermini. 

And based on the car’s performance, the 
good news is the company has every 
reason to be positive about its new baby.
